HE war in Europe has completely 

-crowded Japan’s invasion of China 
and the intensive struggle in the Far East 
from the main pages of our newspapers. 
A book reviewing the situation at the 
present time, therefore, has a considerable 
interest for those whose horizons are not 
entirely restricted by the’ war clouds 
nearer home. 

This is the second book of the same 
title to be published within two years. The 
first, which appeared in 1938, was written 
by a Japanese journalist, who devoted 
himself to Japan’s aims—or ‘‘ mission ’’~ 
in China: Mr. Chamberlin is concerned 
with examining what Japan has achieved 
up to the present, what the war means to 
the Japanese people, and its effects “on 
China. 


Effect of Sanctions 


He makes an interesting suggestion that 
if the democracies attempted to aid China 
by imposing sanctions on Japan the reply 
would be immediate attacks upon the 
Dutch East Indies, Malaya, French Indo. 
China and the Philippines. But sanctions 
were such an absurd failure against Italy 
during the Abyssinian campaign that— 
even if the democracies were tn a position 
to take serious cognisance of the Far 
Eastern conflict at the present time—it is 
unlikely that they would use this 
‘* weapon.” 

Mr. Chamberlin considers the first 
phase of the war in China to be over ; this, 
he thinks, will give the Japanese time to 
recuperate from the strain which: it has 
thrown on their financial and material 
resources, but it will not greatly aid the 
Chinese, who can hope for little from their 
old sources of supply—with the exception, 
possibly, of Russia, 


£700,000 a Day 


Among the interesting information 
which the book provides is the fact that 
the war is costing Japan about ten million 
yen (roughly £700,000) a day, virtually 
all of which has been obtained through 
new issues of State bonds. The gold 
resources of the Japanese have been 
severely strained, and he says that: they 
exported gold to the value of 620 million 
yen in 1938 (their reserve was estimated 
at 801 million yen at the beginning of 
that year). More recent figures than 
those of Mr. Chamberlin indicate that 
the gold reserve now stands at about 40 
million yen. The annual.output of gold 
in Japan and Japanese-controlled coun- 
tries is estimated at. 200 million yen. 


abit and Europe 


If Japan avoids active participation in 
the European war it will be able to vindi- 
cate its Far Eastern ambitions, but the 


final course of Japanese policy in Asia | 
will be determined in some measure by | 


the course of the war in Europe. Mr. 
Chamberlin was writing before Italy 
entered the war, and remarks: “ The 
Japanese attitude is not unlike that of 
Italy. It is one of cautious non-involve- 
ment for the present, which does not 
exclude active participation in the 
future.”’ 

The book, which is a brief, but intelli- 
gent, review of the position in the Far 
East, closes with an examination of the 
relations of Japan and China with the 
other world Powers. |

Remembered 
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Scotland Yesterday 


Highland View. By James Bramwell.

OLLECTORS of books about Scotland 
are familar with a curious work on 
Argyle, with descriptions of Campbeltown, 
which one Cuthbert Bede wrote some 
eighty years ago. That vivid study of 
Highland life, in the territory of Clan 
Diarmaid, has a sort of postscript in Mr. 
James Bramwell’s agreeable and chatty 
volume. 

A non-Highlander, of Kintyre descent, 
who lives mostly in the south of England, 
Mr. Bramwell looks back with nostalgic 
sentiment, to the romantic region i 
which the fishing is so good, and the 
people’s wit so salt. Times have changed 
since Cuthbert Bede drew an expansive 
life, not far removed from the life of 
Scott’s great lairds; Argyle is homelier 
how, but still richly Scottish. What Neil 
Munro did for Lochfyneside, the painter 
Mactaggart did for Kintyre, Mr. Bramwell 
tells us; but had to fight a greiniice 
which is deep-rooted in the Scottish soul.

INAI, curiously enough—considering its

The author of this book—a woman—is 
one of the few white people, certainly the 
only woman that we know of, who has made 
that perilous journey across the wilder- 
ness of Sinai. Alone with her caravan of 
five camels, six Arab servants and a few 
contradictory maps, she set out from Suez 
to cross the desert to el Aqaba, the Ezion 
Geber of the Old Testament. 


IF orgotten Land 


It was not a comfortable journey, and 
one which most people will be quite con- 
tent to make by the proxy of her vividly 
written book, but few areas in the world 
can have a greater historic interest than 
this grotesque, forgotten land. There is 
no water in the wilderness of Sinai. There 
are few inhabitants, apart from the 
wandering trips of Arabs. There are only 
thorns and desert and high mountains and, 
what Isaiah called, the stones of empti- 
ness, 

Miss Plowden’s journey across that 
barren, God-forsaken land makes an 
absorbing tale. She gives the old Bible 
story a new, more real meaning, and she 
adds to the vividness of her story with 
many excellent photographs.

« Balkan: Interlude 


When Herr Hitler and Signor Mussolini 
started to tear up the peace treaties of 
| 1919, they probably knew that they would 
have to fight a war in order to get back to 
the territorial position that existed before 
1914—although by mutuai consent no 
mention was made of the South Tyrol, or, 
as it is known to the Italians, the Upper 
Adige. They did not know, or, if they did 
know, they kept their knowledge to them- 
selves, that they were not the omly Powers 
interested in a revision of the peace 
treaties, or that Soviet Russia, having 
whetted her appetite in Poland and along 
the Baltic coast, might decide to fulfil the 
ambition of all Russian rulers since the 
days of Peter the Great, and take a hand 
in the affairs of the Balkan Peninsula. 
From the very outset Signoy Mussolini has 
insisted that Russia must be kept out of 
the Balkans, The Italian leader got a 
severe shock when he heard that Herr von 
Ribbentrop had made a pact with the 
Bolsheviks ten months ago. He made ‘no 
secret of his surprise, and: took the oppor- 
tunity to declare, urbi et orbi, that Fascist 
"| Italy never would allow the Bolsheviks 
to show their ugly noses in the Balkans. 
Signor Mussolini had made himself. the 
champion of their anti-Komintern Pact, 
which had been ignored by Herr von 
Ribbentrop when he visited Moscow. He 
| made it fairly clear to the Germans that 
| the greater part of the Balkan Peninsula 
must be regarded as an Italian sphere of 
influence, and warning after warning was 
sent to Moscow to keep its hands off the 
Danubian lands. The Russians may be 
barbarians, but they are no fools. They 
took advantage of Germany's dread of war 
on two fronts toseize the eastern provinces 
of Poland at a time when the Poles could 
do nothing in their own defence. They 
waited until the Germans were occupied 
fully in France before they marched into 
the Baltic States of Lithuania, Latvia, and 
Estonia thereby putting themselves into a 
commanding position along the Baltic 
coast. Now they “have sprung» upon 
Rumania, in cool defiance of Signor 
Mussolini, They have staked out their 
claim in the Balkans; and, making a 
virtue out of necessity, the ‘‘ axis’’ Powers 
apparently have decided to give them BH 
“4 free. hand. ”, 

"The Russians followed the technique 
that has been brought to such a pitch of 
perfection by the totalitarian . States. 
They informed King Carol of Rumania 
that they proposed’to take back those 
provinces which formerly belonged to 


“Tsarist Russia, and proceeded without 


further ado to send their troops across the 
frontier. The Rumanian King tried to 
parley; but, while he was writing Notes, 
the Russians were taking possession of 
the towns of Cernowitz, Akkermann . and 
Chisinau ; and, by the time when. these 
lines are in. print, the:Red Army will be 
in complete control of Bessarabia ang | 


ithe Northern Bukovina. The Rumanians 


are helpless, They have an army;, but it- 
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and | “halt- 
| starved | ‘Ukrainians. . Since Versailles, 
this province belonged to Ceecho-Slovakia ; ; 
but after Munich it. was ‘restored to 
Hungary, giving the: Magyars a common 
frontier with the Poles—against Herr von 
Ribbentrop’s will. If the Russians grab 
it now they will run up against the 
Ttalians, who have constituted themselves 
protectors of Hungary ; bat that is another 
day’s work.

and Belgium and the whirlwind conquest 
of France. Now Great Britain faces 
Germany alone. The French have agreed 
to all Herr Hitler's armistice terms, in- 
cluding, apparently, the immobilisation of 
the great army in Syria, the surrender of 
the French navy, and the abandonment 
of the entire French coast line. In these 
circumstances, the British Government 
yesterday decided: to recognise General de 
Gaulle as “leader of all free Frenchmen, 
wherever they may be.” General de 
Gaulle is the young officer who tried in 
vain to persuade the French General Staff 
that the Germans would outflank the 
Maginot line by means of. their 
tanks; he came to England after the 


| débdcle, refusing to submit to the German 


terms. He is playing the part of a modern 
Gambetta, and there is small, doubt that 
he will rally large numbers of Frenchmen 
to his side; but the British people no 
longer can depend on outside help from 
any quarter. As their Prime Minister pre- 
dicted several weeks ago, they must fight 
now by themselves. They. still have 
powerful weapons in their hands. Not 
only is their: Navy incomparably the 
strorigest in existence ; they have a magni- 
ficent Air Force which already has proved 
itself in France, but has not yet employed 
more than a tithe of its resources. Above 
all, they have their own character and their 
own traditions. They are facing imminent 
invasion with admirable calm ; only actual 
experience will tell how they will emerge 
from the ‘ordeal. Whatever may happen 
in the Balkans, the issue: wil] be fought 
out in the West. Either Britain or 
Germany must go down. 


America and Europe 


Mr. Wendell Lewis Willkie has been 
chosen, over the heads of Senator Taft, 
Mr. Thomas E. Dewey and seven others, 
as the Republican Party's candidate for 
the forthcoming Presidential election in 
the United States. It was believed 
generally that Mr. Herbert Hoover, 
President from 1928 te 1932, would stand, 
and, if-so, would. be Mr. Willkie’s most 
formidable rival ; but, for some anrevealed: 
reason, Mr. Hoover's name was not 
submitted. The news is hailed with joy 
in London, for the chosen candidate is, 
of all the Republican leaders, most 
favourable to the Allied cause. He is a 
former Democrat, who turned Republican 
a few years ago; a. stalwart of “big 
business,’’ and, according to rumour, one 
of the United States’ most wealthy men. 
He is probably the “ strongest ’’ candidate 
whom the party could have chosen, and 
more nations than his own will await the 
resulting moves in the Presidential cam- 
paign with interest. © His nomination 
certainly will compel the Democrats to 
give earnest thought to the subject of their 
own candidate; for Mr. Willkie is not 
the sort of ‘person who can be defeated by 
a nonentity. It is on the cards, in fact, 
that President Roosevelt will. be forced to 
defy tradition and to stand for a third 
term himself. The President’s persona! 
popularity may have declined to some 
degree during recent months, but it still 
is enormous, and he almost certainly 
would be re-elected with a resounding 
majority. Would any other. member ‘of 


) his party stand a chance of defeating: the 


Republican nominee ? Many alternative 
names. have been suggested, but the only 
one that rings familiarly in European 
ears is that of Mr, Cordell Hull, 

President Roosevelt's Secretary of State ;

Films and Fustian 


The successful re-exhibition in Dublin 
of a film dealing with Napoleon must have 
turned the minds of members of the older 
generation back to the joyous days of their 
youth, when they burgled the savings box 
in order to obtain the entrance money for 
‘A Royal Divorce.” Retrospection must 
have, invited comparison, and it would be 
interesting to know whether the film came 
off best, or second best. At first glance 
the victory ot the film might seem inevit- 
able. On the screen thousands of men and 
horses can be flung into the Battle of 
Waterloo, if it is decided to screen. that 
espisode, whereas Irving Beerbohm Tree 
could not manage more than a few score 
men on any stage, and had to put up with 
an attenuated storming of the Bastille 
and a skeleton Saturnalia. The late 
W.°W. Kelly, who made a fortune out of 
‘‘A Royal Divorce,’’ was cheerfully 
content with infinitely more modest host- 
ings; for years he presented the Battle of 
Waterloo successfully with a French army 
of six men strenuously opposing a British 
army of similar dimensions. “ W.W.,’’ 
as he was fondly known both in “the” 
profession and outside it, had a marvellous 
gift of showmanship, and one of his 
devices for attracting local patronage was 
to engage a loca} brass band for the last 
night but one of his stay, dress the 
members in French uniforms, and put 
them on the stage just before the Battle 
of Waterloo to play a selection of stirring 
airs, including, of course, the Marseillaise. 
Sometimes they got mixed up with the 
battle and ‘were bitten by Napoleon’s 
charger—usually a cab horse hired by the 
week—which put more pep in the per- 
formance and highly delighted’ the 
audience. It was a very crude affair, 
according to more modern standards, but 
we think that the audiences of that day 
got far more ‘‘kick’’ out of it than the 
audiences of to-day derive from any 
film. When colour photography has 
been perfected and the three-dimensional 
picture is an. accémplished fact films 
may deal a death-blow to the stage 
—though we doubt it—but, in the 
meantime, a company of half-a-dozen 
capable actors in a good play can offer 
something that. the most spectacular and 
costly film does not possess. It is a far cry, 
indeed, from Shakespeare’s day, when a 
back-cloth labelled “The Forest of 
Arden ’’ was considered sufficient scenery, 
to the film producer who is afraid to leave 
anything to the imagination, because he 
rates all cinema audiences on the level of 
““the hicks of the Middle West ”' and the 
“ rubes '” who live in the outer darkness 
beyond the cities. Some day, we hope, 
it will be demonstrated that the Holly 
wood dictators are wrong, but the present 
tolerance of feeble-minded films - is 
regarded by many authorities as indicat- 


-ing that we are becoming a fecble-minded 


people.

Insurance of '' Black-coated ™ 


Workers 


The’ decision to bring ‘ black-coated" 
workers earning up to £420 a year within 
the scope of the British unemployment 
insurance scheme will affect many 
thousands of people who have been outside 
the scheme hitherto, the limit for inclusion 
having been £250 a year. The change is 
intended to provide for an adaptation of 
industry from peace to war conditions, 
and it is held that the cost will be less 
than that of making allowances to the 

men affected if they had remained outside 
the scheme. The bill to give effect to the 
changes is to be passed through Parliament 
without delay in order that the scheme 
may become operative from September 
2nd. While this is the most important 
change included in the bill, it also in- 
troduces higher contributions, and in- 
creases the rate of unemployment pay for 
men and women by three shillings a week 

to one pound and eighteen shillings a 
| week respectively. The new scheme will 

yield an additional £9,400,000 a year to 
| the general unemployment fund, and 
wi £200,000 a year to the agricultural section. 


Sending Children Overseas 


Rapid progress is being made-with the 
scheme for sending children overseas. The 
first ships to sail have been arranged fot 
the despatch of children from the grant- 
aided schools in the danger area. Hostels 
are. being provided near the ports oí 
embarkation, and the children will spend 
the night there before leaving. Lvery 
ship is to have a full staff of doctors, 
nurses and helpers experienced in the care 
of the young. The first party of children 
is expected tu arrive in Canada at about 
mid-July, and it will be followed at short 
intervals by others. The initial number 
to which homes in Canada were offered 
was ten thousand, but this number will be 
greatly exceeded as time goes on. 


Agricultural Workers’ Pay 


The problem of enabling farmers io 
meet the higher wages bills. consequent 
upon the new minimum rates of pay Ío! 
agricultural workers and other overhead 
expenses has been considered by the 
British Government, and it has been “te:

The Red Army to-day marched into 
Bessarabia and Northern Bukowina three

Italy’s attitude to the Russian move was a 
matter of keen interest to political observers. 
For some months past neutral diplomats in 
Rome have strongly doubted that Italy would 
turn a hand to save Rumania from a Soviet 
invasion of Bessarabia. They have thought 
it more likely that Hungary would seize 
such an occasion to revise its frontier with 
Rumania, and would have Italian support in 
so doing. 

Kor many years Mussolini has sponsored 
insistent Hungarian demands for revision of 
the peace treaties to regain the territory that 
Hungary lost to her neighbours, particularly 
Rumania, after the last war. 

Italians have, however, declared that they 
would never permit the Soviet Army to move 
south through the Carpathian passes on the 
frontier of Hungary, where they installed 
themselves after the Soviet-German partition 
of Poland. This is reflected in recent reports 
of an Axis-Soviet agreement to carve up the 
Balkans. 

Unless and until Russia should make some 
further move in the Balkans, Italy is not 
expected to worry. .
